The autolsta say that
the man they saw In River road appar-
ently had black halr, They quallfy this
by peinting out that It was loo dark
to see distinotly, None of the party will
say Peterson’'s accent s llke that of
the man they talked to besids the “mur-
der car.”

The atene on the river road was twice
re-enacted, according to Prosecutor Kraft
The first “third degree’ was held last
Thursday night and the second Tucsdny
night of this week, each at 90 o'vlock.
iIn the firet no dummy was used to repres
sentl the body the autoists saw lying be-
w#ifle another car that had halted on River
road. In the wmecond George Ward, n
chauffeur, lay fiat in the dust of the road
to represent this body.

The second re-enacting of the seene wan
more realistic than the first. It went
beyond the point described by the wit-
nosses into the realm of theory. From
the start the Prosecutor and his awssist-
pnts have belleved that the man who
took the body of Cord to the River road
in an automobile then carried it to &
fence and rolled It down a slight de
clivity to the point where |t was found.

IMPERSONATES BLAYER.

Peterson st the second scene Inst Tues-
day night wan required to go through all
of thin except the earrying of Ward, the
chauffeur. ‘The latter walked to the
fence, crawled through and rolled him-
self down the bank. Peterson  was
marched forth and back by command of
the prosscutor, going through the sup-
posed movements of the murderer,

The members of the automobile party
are all Philadelphlans. They are Alfred
Flegel, propristor of the Harblson apart-
ment house at 1431 Jackson street; Mr
and Mra Charies Feltner, Misa Marion
Jaffrien, Edward Stewart, Mlas Maude
Keller, Miss Poarl Rorasehnch and Mins
Grave Rorusehach. They wore returning
to this city when they saw the automobile
on River road opposite the spot where
Cord's body was found,
